out successful protest by the work¬ 
ers.

It is 
quite the habit of men of his stripe 
to deny inten-iews that do not look 
well when they get into print, or 
that they do not expect to get into 
print. These great industrial cor- 
moranl.s naturally hate the resist¬ 
ance of the workers to their desire 
for cheap labor. Behind llie scenes 
they speak freely- in the strain in 
which .Morgan is quoted as speak- 
ing. The wish to crush out union¬ 
ism is much more drirp .sealed than 
many people imagine with the capi¬ 
talist class, however much a Taft or 
other smooth mouthpiece of capi- 
talisin may- seek to gloss over the 
fact. .As an illustration of tin's is 
the fact tliat big mamificturcrs in 
some of the big - indus-.rial cities 
have rcfuseil to contribute to tlie 
fund rai.sed by the big brew-ers' to 
discourage prohibition, out of re¬ 
taliation for the fact that the brew¬ 
ers have been friendly toward the' 
labor unioiKs. So it looks a good 
leal as if .Morpm said wliat he w-as 
quoted xs having said,' even tliough 
not for publication. 

While I’ingree was mayor of De¬ 
troit, Mich., he discoverni that the 
Citizens' Street Railway Company 
of that city "litaaliy owned the 
council, body ami soul." They * 
would pay- $3,000 fo"- i» .nember, 
and even macle an actual offer of 
$7.SAX) to buy tlie mayor himself. 
The bribe <lo« not alway-s take a 
money fonm; Pingrcc was 'offaed 
a trip around the w-orid by the ’’ 
agent of a certain company if he 
would refrain from vetoing a spe* 
cial franchise.

ANTI-LABOR DECISIONS of the LAST SIX BIONTHS 


The foHoHing is * samtnary of a 
few of the most important anti- 
btxir liecisions reniiered by state 
anti federal courts within ^ last 
.six montlis: 

In .\ugust, Ju<l{;e Dean of .\ri- 
rona issued an injimction fciebid- 
ditiK Mimrt’ Vnion Mo. 106. each 
of its officers, or anylsidy else con¬ 
nected or in sxtnpathy witli it to

In Septnnber, a X'cmtoiit court 
issued ail injunction forbiddinR the 
Quarrs N-men's I'nion to try to 
perstiatle any empkive of the as- 
I sociated quarry owners to join the 
strike. 

(In (Irtiiber i(). the I'tiited States 
Circuit Court of Minnesota upheld 
a lower court in issuing an injunc¬ 
tion against the nrotherhoorl of 
Carjientcrs. forbiddinf; the carpen¬ 
ters to carry out their rciiliiliiin 
not to u-se materials manufacturcil 
in nf>n-iniion factories.

British Labor for SociaVtsm 

The Rrilish I.-ilxir [urty lus uncquivocahly declared for So¬ 
cialism. . 

-At the convention in Hull. Fiigland, last week tlie rcsohuion 
prv-ciiled by thr .Xmalgan^ated .Society of Kngiiteers was atkiptrd. 
The resolution is as lollows; 

'' 7 'lut in the opinion of this einfrrenre the time lus arrived 
when the Lubor party sliould luve as a definite object tlie socializa¬ 
tion of the niraiis of production, distribution and exclunge, to lie 
oontrollrd by a dcntucralic state in the interest of the entire coni- 
riunily, ami the conipletc emancipation of labor from thr domina¬ 
tion of caiiitalism and landlordism, with the cstahlisliHicnt of so¬ 
cial ami .coLUirunic erpulilv lielween the sexes." 

The vole was overwhelming in tavotot the resolution, being 
7,1^.000 for and fiS.ooci against i\’hcn the result was announced 
the great mass of delegates and visitors rose as one man and 
cheered foi nia.’iv iniimtes. 

Thas-alUsociaud Uicss ilelibcralcly suppressed this piece of 
news—on^f the otost ipiporlsnt that lus occurred in England in 
manv 'cars. 

The'aclioti orfhe'Tja'bor i«rty comfcretice at Hull can have but 
one effm. anrl thwhr a-thoiough lunnonizing of all British fac¬ 
tions and renewed.aciivUv in waging an aggrrssii'c campaign in 
every nordc and oorner jaf the country. 


On October 2.v judge Dayton of 
the I'nited State.> District Court of 
West Y'irgiaia isiued an injunction 
forfaidiling: the national or district 
officers of liHe-United Mine Work¬ 
ers to inaldidGv'attempt to organic 
the empk^^M of the Hilchman 
Glendale aqjaSiichlaiid Coal Com¬ 
panies in tlO^ktc. 

On Xovawler 18, Judge Hazel 
of Riififalo iaMCd an injunction for¬ 
bidding theKpkitchraen's Union to 
take am ac|lSh toward declaring a 
strike for reiluction nf liours or in¬ 
crease of wages (in thr I-ackawanita 
Railroad. 

On December 13. a Greuit 
Court in Ohio wi|ied off tlie statute 
books the state law |>rohibiting I'ne 
cnipkjvmcnt of young boys al night 
work in mills and I'aclories. 

On December 17. tlic liquity 
Court of the Di.-lrict of Cohimbb 
issued an iqjmictioii f(jrbi'dding the 
.\nierican Fedcraiimi of I-ahor to 
puhlisli in its offii ial organ the name 
of the Buck Stove & Range Co., as 
one of the firms tliat workingmen 
ought not to jiatr.>nizv on account 
of its hitter aiiiagoiii.sm to the 
lalvir movement. 

fm January o. the United Stales 
Supreme Court dvclarcd unconsti¬ 
tutional tlie federal law making 
railway companies engaged in inter¬ 
state comniercc liable for damages 
in thr rase of niiploycs killed or 
injured at their work as a result of 
defective equipment or negligence 
of fellow servaiU'. 

On January 24. .Iiidge Phillips of 
tlie t'ouimon liras Cmiq of Cuya- 
lioga County, t >hio. onlercd the dis¬ 
solution of the .\malganiated Win¬ 


dow Glass Workers of America, on 
the ground that the union is "a 
labor trust, an unlawful oombiia- 
tion in restraint of trade.” 

On January 27, tlie United Stales 
Supreme Court declared unconsti- 
tutiorul thr federal law forbidding 
railway companies engaged in inter¬ 
state commerce to disclurgc em¬ 
ployes for belonging to a labor 
organization. 

The spirit of alt these decisions 
may be Mimmed up in the words 
which Jmige Jones of the I'nited 
States Circuit Court of .-Mabama 
used last summer in issuing an in¬ 
junction forbidtiing the States Rail¬ 
road Commission to attempt to 
conqiel the railroad companies to 
obey 'tlie laws of die state. In the 
course of his decision. Judge Joqcs 
said: 

' ".\n cmpkiyer has property 
right in tlic services of his work¬ 
men in his business. Tlie employer 
can maintain an action against any 
one who entices his servant to leave 
him. or prevents the scr\-ant from 
working fur his employer. This 
proijcily'' right is protected by the 
sanction of our criminal laws also." 

The cnqikiycr lias a proiierty 
right in the service of his workmen. 
.'\nv artioii on tlieir pan which les¬ 
sens the value of that prii|>erty 
right or'his is unlawful. .\iiv law 
of slate or nation which lessens the 
i value of that pro|ierty right, which 
prevents him fnim getting the larg¬ 
est ixjssiliic profit om of his work¬ 
men is imroiistitutional. That fc the 
view of the courts and will In- until 
Workiiigmeii vole to put a different 
i.sort nf mail on the Iiench.—Il’urUvr.
